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THE SOUTH CITY 

POSTOFFICE ROBBED 


The Safe Blown Open and About $3000 
in Stamps and Money Taken. 


The Thrilling Experience of Alfred Saunders, Who Discovered 
the Burglars While They Were at Work. 


About 2 o’clock last Tuesday morn¬ 
ing the Postoffice was broken into by 
burglars, the safe blown open and 
stamps, blank money orders and cash 
stolen. 

Alfred Saunders, who is employed 
at the Fonda plumbing shop on Lin¬ 
den Avenue, discovered the burglars 
while they were at work. He was on 
his way to the outhouse at the rear of 
the Postoffice, when suddenly he was 
grabbed by two of the men, his hands 
tied behind his back, gagged and 
blindfolded, and was then told if he 
made a sound he would be killed. 
The burglars then proceeded with the 
work of preparing the safe to be blown 
open. Saunders could hear what was 
going on, and in a few minutes he 
heard a muffled report. 

The burglars evidently are experts 
at that line of business, else the whole 
neighborhood would have been 
aroused. 

After obtaining their loot the burg¬ 
lars started with Saunders down Lin¬ 
den Avenue on the way to the depot 
and proceeded down the railroad as 
far as the new bridge for the Bay Shore 
Cut-ofT and dropped Saunders to the 
ground and told him not to move from 
that position until he heard a train 
coming along. If he did he was told 
he would be killed, as one of the men 
intended to watch him. The burglars 
then disappeared. Saunders, after 
waiting about fifteen minutes, quietly 
left that locality and immediately 
aroused Deputy Sheriff Daneri and in¬ 
formed him as to what had happened, 
and together they aroused George 
Fonda, Postmaster E. E. Cunningham 
and Constable Bob Carroll, who all 
proceeded to investigate the affair. 

The burglars left behind them an 
old hat and vest, a sledge hammer, a 
chisel, a jimmy and a bar of soap. 
There were traces of soap around the 
edges of the safe. The powder used 
had tremendous strength, as the 
double doors were blown open and the 
safe itself badly damaged. 

Postmaster Cunningham notified 
the Federal postal authorities, as well 
as Sheriff Chatham of this county, 
who, with Under Sheriff Bartlety, 
Deputy Sheriffs J. Cronk and Emil 
Denari and Constable Carroll and Dep¬ 
uty Fred Ludemann, are working on 
the case. 

The officers’ suspicions are fixed 
upon a man named Marsh, who disap¬ 
peared on Monday night. He was ar¬ 


rested a few days ago for complicity in 
the Linden Hotel robbery, but was re¬ 
leased from custody on account of lack 
of evidence against him. 

Postal Inspector Madeira came to 
South City on Tuesday afternoon to 
investigate the robbery. He says, 
from all appearances, that proper care 
has been taken by Postmaster Cun¬ 
ningham in protecting the interests of 
1 the Government, and that he will 
recommend to higher officials that the 
Postmaster be relieved of all responsi¬ 
bility. 

Inspector Madeira and Postmaster 
Cunningham, accompanied by arepre- 
sentative of the Enterprise, with 
Alfred Saunders, who had the thrilling 
experience previously mentioned, on 
Wednesday proceeded on the route 
taken the night of the robbery by the 
burglars after doing their work. 

Mr. Saunders showed where the 
robbers took him—the culvert to the 
south of the Southern Pacific depot, 
where the Spring Valley water main 
is located. 

At the request of Mr. Madeira, Saun¬ 
ders gave a practical illustration of the 
way he was able to escape from the 
place where he had been dropped by 
the robbers. 

Mr. Madeira returned to San Fran¬ 
cisco Wednesday evening and reported 
to Acting Chief Postal Inspector James 
O’Connell the result of his investiga¬ 
tions. He reports that the amount 
stolen was $2094.79, of which $1667.48 
was Postoffice money and stamps and 
$427.31 private funds, placed in the 
care of the Postmaster by other people. 

The Government has offered a re¬ 
ward for the apprehension of the burg¬ 
lars under the following provision of 
law: “Fourth. For the arrest and 
conviction of any person, in any 
United States Court, on the charge of 
breaking into a Postoffice and stealing 
therefrom, or of larceny from a Post- 
office, or of robbing a Postmaster or 
any employe of a Postoffice of money 
or property of the United States, or on 
the charge of breaking into a Post- 
office with intent to commit therein 
larceny or other depredation, not ex¬ 
ceeding two hundred dollars, and not 
less than fifty dollars; Provided, That 
in every case in which a safe in a Post- 
office is broken open, whether or not 
access to the funds contained therein 
is secured, the maximum sum of two 
hundred dollars will be paid.’’ 

No arrests have been made up to the 
time the Enterprise went to press.

THE NEW AUTOMOBILE SOUTH CITY TO HAVE 
ROUTE TO SOUTH CITY BETTER PROTECTION 


A Splendid Road Is Being Built 
by the Automobile Association 
ofSanFranciscoin Conjunction 
With San Mateo County. 


An Improvement That Will Mean Much 
to This Locality—Grades Will Be 
Too Steep for General Heavy Traf¬ 
fic, Thereby Keeping Road in Good 
Condition. 


A representative of the Enterprise, 
through the courtesy of Supervisor 
Eikernkotter, on Tuesday took a trip 
over the new automobile road which 
is now being built from San Francisco, 
through San Mateo County by way of 
South City. The portion of the road 
completed is a splendid piece of work, 
having a macadam surface and 
smoothly rolled. 

When their entire road is completed 
it will be a popular one for auto¬ 
mobiles and light vehicles. 

After leaving Colma coming this 
way the route will follow along the 
base of the hills back of the cemeteries 
until it strikes Chestnut Avenue in 
South City, where it continues along 
that Avenue to Grand Avenue, along 
which it goes until it reaches San 
Bruno Avenue, where it turns to the 
south and continues along that avenue 
down through San Mateo county. 

Considerable improvement is being 
made on the county road in the vicinity 
of Colma, and between Baden Station 
and the cemeteries, all under the 
supervision of Supervisor Eikerenkot- 
ter, who is a staunch advocate of good 
roads. He expects to have the roads 
in the First Township put in good 
shape before the next winter rains.

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The San Mateo Times of July 13th 
publishes a letter written by William 
H. Crocker in New York City and 
sent to Joseph D. Grant, of Bur¬ 
lingame, this county. The letter, 
which is self-explanatory, follows: 

New Yokk, July 1, 1907. 

Mr. Joseph D. Grant, Burlingame, 
San Mateo County, Cal.—My Dear 
Sir: I have just had a long conversa¬ 

tion with Mr. Dan Guggenheim with 
whom I discussed the matter of the 
smelter at San Bruno Point. He told 
me that the machinery they had or¬ 
dered for the plant was being diverted 
to other points, where it could be ad¬ 
vantageously used. They have sent 
the portions that were already made to 
Utah, Nevada and Alaska, and had 
discontinued work on the smelter that 
is giving us so much concern. He 
stated that lie and his company felt 
unwilling to erect such a plant in a 
hostile community. He had been un¬ 
der the impression until very recently 
that the people on the peninsula 
looked with favor and welcomed his 
enterprise, but word has been recently 
brought to him to the effect that much 
feeling had developed against his plant 
and that he now has a plan to discon¬ 
tinue further work until he shall have 
had an opportunity to discuss the 
matter with the residents of Bur- 
iingame and vicinity, which opportun¬ 
ity he expects to have during the fall 
of this year, at which time he will 
visit California. 

He stated that not only would he be 
unwilling to have a plant in a neigh¬ 
borhood that was hostile to him, but 
that it would be, from a business 
standpoint, an unwise move. He 
stated that they would lose, if they 
did not install and operate their plant, 
about $500,000. 

He stated also that if, after he had 
talked the matter over thoroughly 
with those who are opposing him at 
present, and if they continued in their 
opposition and did not see the advan¬ 
tages of his building the plant, and if 
he was unable to persuade them that 
damage would not result to our prop¬ 
erty, that then they would definitely 
decide not to complete and operate the 
smelter. Yours very truly,

Lawler, of South City, and found con 
ditions as stated above. The guards 
informed them that no one would be 
admitted under any circumstances, 
even if they carried a pass. 

Mr. Hopf, who is a bookkeeper at 
the smelter site and resides here, in¬ 
formed a citizen here last week that 
work was being pushed with greater 
vigor than ever. Others assert that 
machinery and material are being re¬ 
ceived daily. 

It is not likely that there is any 
necessity for secret work on the part of 
the smelter company, and South City 
residents smile after reading the above 
item —Editor.

Chicago, July 19.—War had been 
declared on the catalogue houses of 
Chicago and other cities by the 500,- 
000 retail merchants of the West in 
one of the most striking economic 
movements this country ever has 
known. The small dealers ar fight¬ 
ing, as they say, for their lives. 

The mammoth institutions, em¬ 
ploying thousands of workers doing 
their business entirely through the 
medium of their bulky catalogues, 
spending no money in the communi¬ 
ties whence they derive annually 
millions of dollars of patronage, are 
forcing increasing numbers of home 
merchants to the wall, and, so their 
opponents claim, are “making com¬ 
mercial graveyards of once prosper¬ 
ous towns.” 

In the life-or-death struggle job¬ 
bers and manufocturers also are in¬ 
volved with the retail merchants. 

Organized attack upon the cata¬ 
logue institutions Is to be made by 
the Home Trade League of America, 
which has existed for several 
months, in Chicago largely as a pub¬ 
licity bureau, but which is shortly 
to be incorporated, and institute a 
more systematic and aggressive cam¬ 
paign against the catalogue houses 
through a board of twenty-one man¬ 
agers, with a vice-president and an 
advisory committee of ten members 
from each State. Officers of the 
league will be selected from the most 
aggressive of the leaders of these 
associations of business men. Al¬ 
fred C. Clark is manager of the 
league. 

RULES FOR NEUTRAL VESSEL*. 

American Delegates at The Hague 
Present Proposition. 

The Hague, July 19.—The AmePi- j 
can delegation has presented to the 
Peace Conference the following prop¬ 
osition: 

“If for any reason a captured 
neutral vessel cannot be tried the 
vessel must be released.” 

The Peruvian delegation has pre¬ 
sented the following amendment to 
the American proposition regarding 
the collection of the contractural j 
debts: 

“The principles established by this 
proposition cannot be applied to dif¬ 
ferences arising from contract be¬ 
tween the Government of one country 
and the foreign subjects of another, 
when the contracts provide that the 
differences must be submitted to the ! 
judges of local tribunals.” 

The Venezuelan delegation pre¬ 
sented a declaration on the same 
subject, making the same objection 
as Peru, with the addition that in 
case no contract exists all diplomatic 
means of reaching an understanding 
must be tried before recourse is had 
to the permanent court of arbitra¬ 
tion. The Venezuelan declaration 
ends with these words: 

“It is understood that said differ¬ 
ences are to be settled through peace¬ 
ful means without recourse to coerc¬ 
ive measures implying the employ¬ 
ment of military or naval forces.” 

Will Honor Unregistered Diplomas. 

Sacramento, Cal., July 19.—The 
State Board of Education has made 
a new ruling with regard to high 
school certificates. Hereafter all di¬ 
plomas granted previous to Decem¬ 
ber 1, 1906, will be fully recognized 
whether they are registered or not. 

This ls a partial reversal of the 
action taken by the hoard a year ago 
when it ruled that graduates of the 
State University and of Stanford Uni¬ 
versity should not be granted high 
school certificates unless they regis¬ 
tered their diplomas previous to De¬ 
cember 1st. 

The board will meet in San Jose 
next Monday to consider the grant¬ 
ing of special high school creden¬ 
tials.

DECLARED TO BE RESPONSIBLE 
FOR CONTINUED SPREAD 
OF TUBERCULOSIS. 

James R. Brewer Has Called Down 

on His Head a Storm of Indigna¬ 
tion for His Utterance. 

Baltimore, Md., July 19.—James 
R. Brewer, the secretary of the State 
Board of Charities, is strongly op¬ 
posed to vaccination, alleging that It 
is responsible for the increase in the 
number of cases of tuberculosis. He 
has called down on his head a storm 
of indignation. Said he: 

“Forty years ago the scabs taken 
from children were in great demand, 
because it was believed that no purer 
virus could be had; but soon it de¬ 
veloped that in many Instances those 
vaccinated were affected with scrof- 

I 

ula. 

“Then it was determined to use 
the matter taken from healthy cattle. 
Prior to this time, tuberculosis was 
not a common disease, hut since then 
it has developed alarmingly. As tu¬ 
berculosis is a cattle disease, it is 
plain enough that the human family 
has become infected by inoculation. 

“Abolish vaccination and in time 
consumption and kindred trouble* 
will decrease.” 

REFUSED ADMITTANCE TO YARD 

American Naval Attache in Berlin 

Not Allowed to Inspect Plant. 

Berlin, July 19.—Lieutenant Com¬ 
mander W. L. Howard, the naval at¬ 
tache of the American Embassy in 
Berlin, tried yesterday to obtain ad- 
• mission to the famous Schichau ship- 
! yards at Dantzic, where several big 
vessels for the Kaiser’s navy are 
under construction, but admission 
was refused him. The refusal fol¬ 
lowed a visit which Lieutenant Com¬ 
mander Howard had just made to 
the Government shipyards at Dant¬ 
zic. 

Count Von Reventlow, the German 
naval expert, explained that the 
Schichau yards were private property 
and the Government had no connec¬ 
tion whatever with them, but the 
action of the proprietor as regard* 
Lieutenant Commander Howard vu 
wholly inexplicable because foreign 
naval attaches were admitted with¬ 
out question to Government yards. 
The incident, he adds, was wholly 
devoid of political significance, and 
was certain to be viewed unfavorably 
by the German naval authorities.

to recommend a pardon for James B. 

; Gentry, the actor who was convicted 
of the murder of Madge Yorke, an 
actress ln Philadelphia In 1896. 

Gentry was first sentenced to be 
hanged for the murder of the actresa 
after a sensational trial.

THE BAY SHORE CUT-OFF 

SOON TO BE COMPLETED 


This Locality, Already a Factory District oi Im¬ 
portance, Only a Nucleus About Which Many 
Large Concerns Will Build Up. 

No Better Section In the State Where Wise and Conservative In¬ 
vestors Can Reap As Quick and Safe Returns—From 
South City to Third and Townsend Streets 
In Fifteen Minutes. 


We reproduce in this issue of the 
Enterprise a splendid article from 
the pen of Rufus Steele, which appear¬ 
ed in the Sunset Magazine for July. 
It is of material interest to the resi¬ 
dents of this locality, and is a splendid 
advertisement, showing the unlimited 
resources of this section for manufac¬ 
turing. This publication is a valuable 
one to send to friends and relatives in 
the East. The article follows: 

That enormous development is soon 
to come in many inviting lines of 
manufacturing in California is not a 
declaration based upon the prophesy 
of an optimist. It is a clear look 
ahead into the opening chapter of the 
operation of the Bay Shore cut-off by 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com¬ 
pany. This cut-off comprising ten 
miles of straight trackage from the de¬ 
pot at Townsend Street, San Francisco, 
to San Bruno, may be said with con¬ 
siderable show of reason to be the 
most important, even as it is the most 
costly, ten miles of railroad in Califor¬ 
nia. Because five parallel ranges of 
hills reached from the shore of the bay 
well back across the peninsula, the 
coast line trains of the Southern Pa¬ 
cific have made a wide detour to the 
west, over heavy grades, in getting 
into and out of the city. Primarily, 


this cut-off, running straight down 
the bay shore, was planned for the 
purpose of saving four miles in dis¬ 
tance and seventeen minutes in the 
time-table. In building the ten miles 
of road it was necessary to go under 
the five ranges.of hills with tunnels 
which aggregate two miles in length. 
Too, it was necessary to construct two 
miles of trestles, dig a 95-foot cut and 
go over or under a dozen city streets. 
Thus the cost of the ambitious under¬ 
taking ran up to several millions. 
Doubtless the Southern Pacific will 
get its just reward in the elimination 
of distance and time; certainly the in¬ 
cidental results of the opening of the 
Bay Shore cut-off will be stupendous. 
On that day, two or three months 
hence, when trains begin to operate 
through the live tunnels, forgetful of 
the hills above, which until now have 
barred effectively the way, a new and 
kingly area equal to its own will be 
added to San Francisco. The charm¬ 
ing little valleys will be dotted quick¬ 
ly with suburban homes and the hill¬ 
sides will be hung with them. Hither 
that part of the city’s population 
which loves elbow room will flow. 
And between the picturesque valleys 
and to the south of them, from the 
new great freight tunnel at Visitaeion 
bay to Dumbarton Point, twenty-five 
miles distant, where the Southern Pa¬ 
cific is building a bridge across the 
narrowest neck of Ban Francisco bay, 
is rolling country, bordering the water, 
which at last offers fullest advantage 
to the builders of plants and factories 
of every kind and for every purpose. 
Here the ample sites are ready for 
Packingtown, Canningville, I ronton, 
Woodendale and Machineryburg in 
succession. 

One edge of the factory district will 
be bounded by the transcontinental 
rails of the Southern Pacific which 
cross Dumbarton bridge and carry a 
part of the manufactured output to the 
eastern States and to the port of New 
York. At the other edge of the factory 
strip is salt water—the water of the 
bay in which deep draught ships will 
moor while loading into their holds 
the remainder of the factory product, 
to be unloaded weeks or months later 
in ports the world over, but mostly 
perhaps at Yokohama, at Shanghai, 
at Seoul, at Manila, at Singapore, at 
Bangkok—in that whole Orient where 


the ambitious activity of Japan cannot 
usurp, even in her own country, the 
market for things which California 
will have to sell. 

The south bay shore is already a 
factory district of importance. The 
coming of the Bay Shore cut-off per¬ 
fects conditions which even before had 
begun to attract large concerns produc¬ 
ing widely different lines of goods. 
1 hese plants are a very substantial 
nucleus about which new concerns 
will build up. In the edge of the city 
proper, on Potrero basin, is the Union 
Iron Works, built in 1883. The ship 
repairing alone at the plant has 
amounted to a million dollars a year 
of which 1700,000 went in wages to an 
army of skilled workmen. Twenty 
Government vessels have been built at 
the Union I ron Works—some of them 
like the Oregon, the most capable and 
notable vessels of the American Navy 
—upon which the wages alone has 
amounted to $14,500,000. 

The ship drydock at Hunter’s Point, 
which has been in operation four 
years, is the largest in existence. Be¬ 
yond doubt its busiest days are ahead 
of it. 


Opposite South Ban Francisco, or 
South City, as it is now to be called, a 
broad neck of land extends out into 
the bay. Upon this particularly invit¬ 
ing area the first manufactories to be 
erected south of Visitaeion valley laid 
their foundations. Most of the plants 
have not built to their projected capac¬ 
ity* .yet the great buildings and busy 
yards constitute a lively town quite 
by themselves. The success which is 
attending their operations emphasizes 
the breadth of their opportunity, and 
the manner in which expansion is 
being arranged makes it plain that the 
opportunity is to be grasped. 

1 he first tall chimneys which will 
meet the eye of the traveler on the Bay 
Shore cut-off as he emerges from Tun¬ 
nel Five are those of the Alexander 
Brick Company’s plant. Here 150 
men are employed at brick-making ac¬ 
cording to the most modern methods. 

The Western Meat Company’s half 
dozen big buildings and stockyards 
occupy many acres. The company 
engages in the curing, canning and 
general packing of meats, and the vol¬ 
ume of its business during 1900, was 
$6,500,000. The ranges of California, 
Nevada, Colorado, Wyoming and 
Idaho contribute 100,000 cattle, 250,000 
sheep and 120,000 hogs annually to 
this establishment. During certain 
years the supply has been drawn en¬ 
tirely from California. The Western 
Meat Company exports cured meat.* 
and lard to Central and South Amer¬ 
ica and the South Sea Islands, and 
barreled beef, canned and smoked 
meat to Japan, China and Siberia. 
The Japanese are high in their praise 
of California meats. By-products, 
such as horn shells, bone and tallow, 
are shipped around the Horn to 
Europe. The company operates the 
largest glue factory on the coast. A 
wool-pulling plant ships the baled 
product to Boston and the salted hides 
to eastern markets. Seven hundred 
and fifty men are afforded profitable 
employment. The Western Meat 
Company dredged the bay along its 
own water front and now sea-going 
vessels moor to its warehouses. 

The Pacific Jupiter Steel Company 
operates a ten-ton open hearth furnace 
and a crucible furnace for crucible 
steel. Castings of any alloyed metals 
are made. The product is 100 tons a 
month. Plans will soon be carried 
out for doubling the capacity of the 
plant. The company ships to Alaska, 
Mexico and the Hawaiian Islands. 
Negotiations for goods recently have 
been opened from Japan and the Phil-

ippines. One hundred and seventy- 
five men are employed. 

The W. P. Fuller Paint Company 
employs 300 men at its plant in pro¬ 
ducing a heavy output, some of which 
is exported to Central and South 
America and to Australia. Lead and 
other raw materials are obtained in 
abundant quantities in California and 
on the Pacific Coast. 

The American Smelting and Refin¬ 
ing Company—the Guggenheims—is 
building a smelter and refinery of ores 
Which will cost $6,000,000 and which 
will employ more than 3000 men when 
completed. The company’s operations 
will cover twenty-five acres of ground. 
The company officials believe that they 
have so located the plant that the pre¬ 
vailing winds will carry all smoke out 
over the bay. The fumes, it is said, 
are to be condensed and their commer¬ 
cial value extracted. A 1500-foot pier 
is being built out to the deepest water, 
which will accommodate vessels of 
any draught. The outer end of this 
pier spreads into many wharves upon 
which warehouses will be located. 
Spur tracks have already been laid to 
connect with the Bay Shore cut-off. 

The Steiger Pottery and Terra Cotta 
Works, which employs 175 men, is 
running to full capacity and cannot 
accept all the orders that are offered. 
A second plant is to be built by the 
company at once. 

A great pile of scrap iron from ruin¬ 
ed buildings of San Francisco now 
marks the spot where Baker & Hamil¬ 
ton will erect a very large plant for the 
manufacture of agricultural imple¬ 
ments and hardware of all kinds. 
A sand lime brick plant is among 
the things projected for this im¬ 
mediate neighborhood. Plans are 
being drawn for the largest steam laun¬ 
dry in the West. Between the location 
of these manufacturing industries and 
Dumbarton Point, where the railroad 
bridge is to carry trains across, are 
miles of marsh lands which eventually 
will be filled in and as factories go up 
the sites will be brought into touch ! 
with deepwater ships either by dredging 
or the building of piers. 

That this district stretching south¬ 
ward from San Francisco, now made 
accessible by the opening of the Bay 
Shore cut-ofT, will become one of the 
great factory districts of the countryfis 
indubitable.
